BERLIN, June 10.—We closed our second.article on our. flight with. 


night settling down and our plane winging east over the ocean. In the 
darkness of that first night of our flight, with the waves of the Atlantic 
rolling beneath us, the wind shifted to the southwest and helped drive us 
forward, for which we were most thankful. , 

What impressed us most in those hours of darkness was to look 
downward, where we knew there was nothing but ocean, with icebergs 
floating around. In the long twilight which preceded that first night we 
had seen some of these icebergs in the bluish green water down below, 
and it looked so cold that we decided to:do 2verything possible to keep 
our plane in-the air and. avoid falling into that enormous ice bathtub. 

It was cold enough up in the air, but down there in that water— 
whew! 
unlike the muddy sort of color which you see in the warm water further 
south. Later we figured out we were over the Labrador current, which 
brings down icebergs and cold water from Greenland. 

“What Are Two Men More or Less?” 

“If we fall into the ocean it will be good-night for us,” said Levine. 
“I guess | will not struggle much.” 

And Chamberlin remarked, “What are two men more or less?” 

As we roared along up there in the air, all sorts of things. struck us 
as funny—we kept getting a laugh, no matter how serious the situation 
was, Once Levine asked: “Say, where are you taking. me, anyhow? To 
Rome or to Berlin?” 

And he got the reply, “I don’t know, I shouldn’t wonder if it was 
Spain.” 

Another time Levine felt in one of his pockets and discovered that he 
had come away with the payroll for Jolin Carisi and the other mechanics 
employed by his company. Saturday, the day we started, was vayday, 
you see, 

“T have $40 with me,” he remarked to Chamber'in later as the plane 
flew through the night over the Atlantic. “How.much have you?” 

Chamberlin fumbled around in his pockets. 

“Bleven dollars arid fourteen cents,” he replied, He had seen no reason 
for sinking lots of good American money in the ocean, so he left every 
other penny he had in the bank for his wife, 


Ice Forms on Wings in Fog at 15, 000 Feet. 


About 11 o’clock we began to pass patches of a fog, proving. that 
our friend, Mr. Kimball of the New York Weather Bureau, knew what. he 
was talking about when he warned us against it. Toward midnight we 
kept getting into more patches of fog, larger and closer together than 
those encountered earlier, until finally the fog closed in on us altogether, 
and we lost sight of the water completely. 

We kept on climbing until we reached an altitude of 15,000 feet, our 
limit with the heavy load of gasoline we were carrying. At 15,000 feet 
we had to go into fog at a temperature of 31 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
we immediately started to pick up ice on the wings of the plane. 

This was really serious. We thought we were goners when we saw 
the ice was weighting down the wings and threatening to force us into the 
sea. 

When Lindbergh struck .the fog he managed to climb above it, but 
we couldn’t.. Our only hope was to get down as fast as possible into 
warmer air, where the ice would melt before we struck the water. It was 
that or nothing—regardless of the fog and of everything ‘else. 


Warmer Air Saved Them From Watery Grave. 


Well, we dropped down, and still further down, with that deadly ice 
glistening along the wings of the plane, until we finally got into 
warmer air, which melted the ice and saved us from a wet, cold grave. 

After that little lesson, we shifted our course further south, as we 
had been advised that by so doing we should get out of the storm area 
and on to the shipping lanes. 

By the way, one of the cablegrams which pleased us most among the 
big stacks received since we! got across the ocean was one which we got 
here in Berlin from Mr. Scarr and Mr. Kimball, New York Weather 
Bureau experts, and which read:

back over the flight I have come to the conclusion that the Spirit of St. 
Louis carried the greatest cruising range in the world for its type and 
the greatest load for a 200-horsepower motor. 

You must consider that I landed at Paris with eighty-five gallons of 
gas on board, or enough to carry me at least another 800 miles. 
(By the way, these are the official figures re- 
corded before I sailed.) ‘The motor in the Spirit of St. Louis has gone 
sixty-six hours and is good for another 250. With the proper series of 
overhauls the motor can be counted on for another 1,000 or 1,500 hours’ 
work. 


He Recalls Entry Into Aviation. 
I pulled out my record book today for the first time, and I had some 
fun bringing it up to date. It may interest readers to know that I have 
flown 1,885 hours and 55 minutes, made 7,199 flights and carried 5,952 
passengers. That is all in five years, for I took my first flight at Lincoln, 
Neb., on April 9, 1922.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Captain 
Lindbergh ends his sea voyage across 
the Atlantic at noon tomorrow to re- 
ceive the nation’s tribute for his lone 
air flight to Europe.

He 
came home on a fast cruiser in seven 
days. 

The nation has made preparations 
for his welcome and entertainment 
that anything it has offered 
to its military leaders, statesmen and 
Presidents. He will parade down 
Pennsylvania Avenue, which has wit- 
nessed so many memorable events, 
from the inau tions to the fu- 
nerals of Presidents. As, with his 
mother, he rides down the avenue in 
President Coolidge’s car, escorted by 
the military and with the bands * 
ing stirring airs, he will receive tri 
utes hitherto unpaid to a private 
citizen. 

The city is filled with visitors to 
night from all parts of the country. 
Tomorrow and in the next two days 
they will unite with the populace of 
Washington in applauding the youth 
who by his own valorous achieve- 
ment became the most féted man in 
Europe. Washington will be in holi- 
day b. The route along the pa- 
rade is decorated with flags, Federal 
buildings and business places display 
bunting and the streets swarm with 
vendors of souvenirs.

As Long Returning as Going |

WASHINGTON, June 10. —It 
took Captain Charles A. Lind- 
bergh four times as long to come 

across the Atlantic on the fast 
cruiser Memphis as it did to fly 
across on the Spirit of St. Louis. 

The Navy Hydrographic Office 
today plotted the two courses and 
the time required by the different 
modes of travel. Following a 
Great Circle course, Captain Lind- 
bergh flew from Roosevelt Field 
to Le Bourget Field in exactly 33 
hours and 29 minutes, according 
to the navy computation. The 
Memphis steamed from Cherbourg 
to Cape Henry in exactly 136 
hours and 24 minutes. 

A wireless dispatch to the Navy 
Department late today reported 
that the Memphis passed Cape 
Henry abeam at 4 P.M. It was 
exactly at that moment that the 
cruiser left the ocean and entered 
the waters leading to Chesapeake 
Bay and the Potomac River.

MAYOR PROCLAIMS HOLIDAY 


Police Arrangements Detail 
8,000 Men to Handle Crowds 
Welcoming Flier Monday. 


SEAT TICKET JAM BEGINS 


Speculators on City Hall Reception 
Places Are Watched—Boy Scout 
Guards Are Offered. 


Captain Lindbergh has waived his 
desire to fly the Spirit of St. Louis 
to this city on Monday and will ar- 
rive instead in an army amphibian 
plane. This information came last 
night in the first direct word to New 
York from the cruiser Memphis. It 
was in a radio message sent by Rich- 
and R. Blythe to representatives of 
the Mayor’s Committee. 

Mr. Blythe boarded the Memphis 
late yesterday afternoon. He had 
been sent to the cruiser by Grover 
A. Whalen, Chairman of the Mayor’s 
Committee, to get Lindbergh’s ap- 
proval to the city’s plans for wel- 
come and to clear up the question 
whether the flier would arrive here 
in his own transoceanic plane or one 
lent by the army. 

The radio reads as follows: 

** ‘Slim’ will arrive New York City 
in an amphibian at 10 A. M. Monday 
as planned. Paterson, N. J., Tues- 
day, set. Chamber of Commerce din- 
ner set. Everyting fine. Slim sent 
best regards. 

The reference to Paterson, it was 
explained, fills a vacant date in the 
‘city program. The first municipal 
event of Tuesday is scheduled for 
1P. M. tS ee

plant the Wright Aeronautical 


Corporation, where the motor of his 
plane was built. 


Will Be Here Five Days. 


The fact that Mr. Blythe found 
Captain Lindbergh ready to be the 
dinner guest of the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce on Thursday 
night indicates that New York will 
have the aviator as its guest for a 
full five days. Efforts, it was ex- 
plained, had been made by St. Louis 
backers of the flight to limit the stay 


of Captain rr New Bn 
to three days and 
to the Missouri city. 

It had been planned by the Mayor’s 
Committee to land Captain Lind- 
bergh on Governors Island, This, 
however, was only in the event that 
he held to his wish to fly his own 
plane here. The definite statement 
that New Yorkers will not have op- 
portunity to see the actual trans- 
atlantic plane in flight with Captain 
Lindbergh at the controls means 
that he will land in the Narrows off 
Quarantine and be taken to the Bat- 
tery in the city welcoming boat, the 
Macom. This is in accordance ‘with 
the original program. 


Proclamation for City Holiday. 


Mayor Walker issued a proclama 
tion yesterday designating Monday, 
the day that Captain Charles A. 
Lindbergh reaches New York, as a 
day of public celebration. The Mayor 
called upon all to mark the day with 
a demonstration that would be a fit- 
ting tribute to the transocean flier.

Police Arrangements Most Complete. 


Unusual police arrangements were 
completed at a conference last night 
at Police Headquarters. Participat- 
ing were Mr. Whalen, Commissioner 
Warren, First Deputy Commissioner 
Philip D. Hoyt, Third Deputy Com- 
missioner Felix A. Muldoon, Chief 
Inspector William J. Lahey and the 
Deputy Chief Inspectors of the five 


boroughs. The conference lasted an 
hour and fifteen minutes. 

Eight thousand policemen are to be 
posted along the line of march of 
the parade, a greater number than 
has ever been employed before.

From City Hall, 
along Lafayette Street, Fifth Avenue 
and to the Mall in Central Park the

Commissorer Warren said that the 
parade would be controlled by the 
traffic lights along the route. 

A feature of the police arrange- 
ments will be the cooperation of the 
B. M. T and the Interborough. Both 
roads will operate ‘‘police specials’’ 
to carry patrolmen from lower 
Broadway and the City Hall after 
the parade passe to points 
along the route further uptown and 
to the Mall, where the greatest 
crowd of the ‘day is expected. 

At 8 A. M. Monday all Manhattan- 
bound traffic over the Brooklyn 
Bridge will be halted, and the exit 
stairs from the Interborough at the 
bridge, leading to Park Row, will 
be closed.

United in “Proud: Joy.” 


“In the whole Fatherland, as well 
as in our city, we are united in 
proud joy over the successful 
flight,” he said, “and are especially 
thankful fox the fact that the fliers 
came to Germany. We know how 
since the war it has been possible 
to learn from America in every 
technical and economic department. 
Let us try, above all, to learn from 


‘ithe Americans in matters of avia- 


tion.” 

Herr Boess expressed the hope 
that it would soon be possible for 
Germans also to cooperate in this 
most important branch of transpor- 
tation. As an expression of their 
gratitude to the American fliers the 
Burgomaster then announced to the 
accompaniment of hearty applause 
that it had been decided to give the 
name “Columbiastrasse” to. the 
street on Tempelhof field leading 
to the airport. 

In addition it had been decided 
to confer on both men and also on 
Ambassador Schurman the city’s 
“Ehrenplakette” (medal of honor), 
which is seldom conferred and is a 
most unusual distinction. 

Herr Boess closed with a toast to 
Chamberlin and Levine and to the 
American nation. Three ringing 
“hochs” followed and the orchestra 
played The Star-Spangled Banner.

At about 4:30 in the afternoon we spotted our first real liner—about 
ten miles off to our left—and then we knew positively that we were above 


We flew straight for that ship and dropped down until we were from 
50 to 200 feet above it and read the name “Mauetania” on it. It was 
then we got out our copy of THE New York Times, which Mr. Lyman of 
that paper had put out at the last moment before our departure from 
New York. We found that the Mauretania had sailed from South- 
ampton on Saturday noon, which would indicate that she must be some 
400 or 500 miles out from that port. One of our charts had the steam- 
ship lanes for June, so we could locate ourselves almost exactly. 
After circling a couple of times over the ship, we flew ahead of it for 
a short distance, turned around and flew directly over it and along the 
wake behind it, taking careful compass readings that gave us exactly the 
course we could follow to Land's End at the southern tip of England.

closer together and thereby contrib- 
ute to international understanding 
and peace. 

“These two young Americans have 
improved upon that friendly old 
phrase ‘Hands across the sea.’ When 
that phrase was coined it took a 
long time for the hand of one nation 
to shake th: hand of another across 
the Atlantic. Through their supreme 
achievement, our guests of honor 
have enabled America to grasp the 
hand of Germany and of all Europe 
through the heavens over the sea.

“If anybody had yielded to that 
temptation it could be pleaded that 
the heads of the Americans in Berlin 
had been well-nigh turned by the 
plaudits showered on the fliers. 

“Chamberlin observed to me yes- 
terday as we motored through cheer- 
ing crowds,” he continued, “that 
what most impressed him was that it 
all seemed so perfectly spontanteous. 
We who live with the Germans know 
that this judgment is correct. And 
I congratulate Chamberlin, not only 
on his record for long distance flight 
but on this evidence of his long dis- 
tance insight. 

“The German people and German 
Government have joined to honor our 
record-breaking aviator and his com- 
panion. The exalted and highly es- 
teemed head of the State invited me 
to bring them to him at the earliest 
possible moment after their arrival. 
And the gracious welcome which he 
extended then, his keen interest in 
hearing about the details of their 
flight, his congratulations on their 
courage and enterprise, his delight 
as an old soldier in seeing the youths 
who had fought and triumphed over 
the elements, his thoughtfulness in 
presenting them his autographed 
portraits and the more than kind 
words and the benign and kindly 
countenance with which he bade them 
adieu deeply moved the young men 
and made on them a profound im- 
pression which I venture to say that 
time itself will never erase.” 


Great Honors Paid to Fliers. 


The Ambassador then referred 
gratefully to the honors paid to the 
fliers by Chancellor Marx, Foreign 
Minister Stresemann, Minister of 
Transportation Koch and the City of 
Berlin. In addition were the con- 
stant demonstrations of the people, 
and all this made it difficult ade- 
quately to express thanks to the 
President, the Government, the aero 
organizations and the German peo 
ple “for the overwhelming magnitude 
and inexpressibly kind and cordial 
character of the reception so spon- 
taneously given to Chamberlin and 
Levine.” 7 

The Ambassador said that Cham- 
berlin had told him that at times 
during the flight they did not know 
where they were going. 

“This verifies,” he said, “the say- 
ing of Oliver Cromwell that no man 
goes so far as the man who does not 
know where he is going. Flying over 
the ocean is like life itself, a great 
adventure. -And the hero is the man 
who takes life in his hands and in- 
spired by faith goes out to seek the 
promised land. 

“TJ agree with Dr. Stresemann that 
Chamberlin’s achievement is a fresh 
demonstration of the irresistible 
power of the human will. On earth 
there is nothing great but man; in 
man there is nothing great but the 
mind. 

“Now more than ever in history 
man is obviously dependent on mate- 
rial and economic circumstances, but 
now as always man is a creative 
| force who is able within limits to 
change circumstances to his pur- 
poses, 


A Lesson for the Nations. 


“But if that ts the lesson of 
Chamberlin’s flight for the indivi- 
dual life, it must have a like signifi- 
cance for national and international 
life. This, too, is for communities 
of men a great adventure. Here 
also the human will may triumph 
over circumstances, and faith leads 
the way to a better world. 

“Unfortunately, the nations of the 
world are today, generally speaking, 
subject to the bondage of physical 
force. If they are to be emancipated 








it must be through the redemptive 


power of a great idea. As the faith 
and determination of a transoceanic 
air pilot carry him over all physical 
obstacles, so the exercise of a rea- 
sonable faith in the good-will of 
other nations would enable resolute 
national leaders, especially when 
backed by an intelligent public opin- 
ion, to emancipate mankind from the 
costly and oppressive burden of 
armaments under which they now 
groan and which, far from guaran- 
teeing security, serve only as provoc- 
atives and causes of future wars. 

“The Locarno idea brought new 
hope to an almost despairing world. 
It guaranteed peace not by multipli- 
cation of armaments but by mutual 
understanding between former ene- 
mies and mutual obligation to re- 
sist the aggressor on the part of all 
other parties to the contract. 

“Lindbergh and Chamberlin are 
heralds of a new era in human his- 
tory. The World War marked the 
close of an epoch. We are entering 
on a new era, in which science, in- 
vention and organization are des- 
tined to bring nations into one great 
family and put at their disposal im- 
mense and hitherto unknown phys- 
ical forces. 


The Hope of a New Era. 
“It depends on the will of men, 
collectively and individually, whether 


these vast bounties of nature shall 
be used for the weal or woe of the 


impossible to have a war which will 
not be universal, or general. And 
such a war will be waged in all four 





elements—earth, air, water and fire 
—and with such destructiveness that 
whole cities will be wiped out and 
countries desolated. 
our earth a veritable hell. 

“On the other hand, if in this new 
era of intellectual expansion and so- 
cial concentration on which the world 
is now entering the resources of na- 
ture are used for the benefit of man- 
kind, to bring light and cheer where 
darkness and despair now brood and 
threaten, to assure every child of 
man the means of a decent exis- 
tence and a worthy life, to promote 
education and knowledge and wisdom 
and things of the spirit generally, 
then the generations to come may 
erect on this earth of ours a civitas 
Dei—a veritable city of God. 

“If that ideal makes little appeal to 
those who put their faith in force, I 
challenge them on their own ground. 
I may say that in the new era on 


which mankind is now entering a na- 
tion can no longer protect itself by 
armaments.”

Saving Money and Shoe Leather. 


There’s a tremendous amount of scurrying around 
the paddock before the horses go on parade, and most 
of this scurrying is a clear waste of time and sole 
leather. If a man is going to bet he can lose his 
money just as easily and with much more comfort by 
sitting in the grandstand all afternoon. 

This pre-race scrutinizing of the thoroughbreds in 
the paddock is to be commended for its esthetic 
value, but as a financial precaution it is ruinous. The 
danger is not in looking at the horses so much as in 
listening to the handlers, trainers, jockeys and volun- 
teer tipsters. The amount of misinformation handed 
out before one ordinary claiming race would fill the 
crater of Vesuvius, with enough left over to block the 
Panama Canal.

ARE COMMUTERS IMMIGRANTS? 

The Canadian Minister to the 
United States, Mr. VINCENT MASSEY, 
has raised an interesting point in 
his reply to Secretary KELLOGG’s 
note about the movement of natur- 
alized Canadians across the border 
near Detroit.

‘ PERPLEXITIES OF FRENCH 
CURRENCY REFORM. 

' The intimation in the Paris cables 
that the Government contemplates 
reduction in the French paper cur- 
rency to the extent of 10,000,000,000 
francs suggests some puzzling con- 
siderations. Such reduction, grad- 
ually effected, was indeed in older 
days the classic method of prepar- 
ing to resume gold payments on a 
depreciated currency. It was em- 
ployed in the early stages of our 
own resumption program after the 
Civil War and was a usual incident 
of similar undertakings by other 
depreciated-money States. If France 
were preparing for return to the 
old gold parity on its currency, guch 
reduction of the existing amount 
would be the obvious course. 

But the Bank of France, acting 
under governmental authority, has 
arbitrarily stopped the franc’s ad- 
vance. It has done so by selling 
francs, at the price fixed by the 
bank, to all remitters from foreign 
markets who offéred foreign-cur- 
rency drafts for French money. As 
in most attempts to control the nat- 
ural movement of international ex- 
change, the experiment had some 
unexpected results; in this case, the 
acquisition by the bank of foreign 
“exchange bills in quite unprecedent- 
ed sums. Return of this capital to 
France after the currency-reform 
measures of last Summer was an 
indication of the country’s financial 
resources. But since its “ flight 
from the franc,” necessitating sale 
of francs for other.currencies, had 
been the main cause of the franc’s 
decline from 7 cents in 1923 to 2 
cents last July, the logical result of 
its return would have been an ap- 
proximately equivalent recovery in 
the franc, under the normal private 
transactions in exchange. That has 
actually happened with the Italian 
lira. By fixing the price around 
4 cents, however, when private bids 
of francs were vastly in excess of 
private offers, the French bank was 
compelled to take virtually all for- 
eign bills presented. The anomalous 
situation which has: arisen in the 
international gold market is a direct 
result of the unlooked-for accumu- 
lation of foreign bills in the hands 
of the Bank of France. 

On the face of things, it would 
seem that further contraction of the 
currency amounting to nearly one- 
fifth of the amount now outstand- 
ing must aggravate the bank’s 
problem. Pointing to a higher in- 
trinsic value of the franc, it would 
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000,000. This contraction was made 
from an abnormally inflated basis, 
and the total currency now out- 
standing does not greatly differ 
from that of a year ago. The re- 
duction was effected chiefly through 
repayment of the Government’s bor- 
rowings from the Bank of France, 
}the Treasury paying over to the 
bank the currency received in col- 
lections of the present surplus rev- 
enue. Another result of the return 
of French capital from abroad, 
however, has been great accumula- 
tion ‘ of temporarily unemployed 
funds at Paris. 

Trade requirements being light 
and open-market money rates very 
low, much of this capital has been 
largely entrusted to the Treasury, 
which pays a small interest rate for 
the use of it. What is probably now 
under consideration is the conver- 
sion of these deposits, which have 
now in the aggregate reached very 
large sums, into a long-term Gov- 
ernment loan. This would relieve 
the French Treasury from the dan- 
ger of sudden recall of the demand 
deposits. Indirectly, it might re- 
sult in further reduction of the 
Government’s bank debt and of the 
bank’s outstanding notes. . But its 
effect under such circumstances, on 
the effort to “stabilize” the franc 
at an artificially low value and 
without legal return to specie pay- 
ments, is not wholly easy to foresee. 


QUEST OF THE FRENCH AIRMEN. 

Holding that the rescue of NUN- 
GESSER and CoLi, if yet alive, is 
“America’s job,” DANIEL GUGGEN- 
HEIM made a search of Newfound- 
land possible by giving $25,000 to 
meet the expenses. Reports that a 
plane was heard in the neighborhood 
of Harbor Grace in a fog May 9 
warranted a presumption that: the 
French aviators reached this side of 
the Atlantic. It was inferred that 
Coll, who had made a study of the 
shoré and interior, would turn inland 
from the surf line to find clear 
weather. It might have been neces- 
sary to attempt a “landing,” prefer- 
ably on one of the numerous lakes 
far from habitations. An investi- 
gating airplane could be flown 
into every-bay of the rugged coast 
and all over the hinterland. With a 
strong glass every bit of it could 
be scanned for signs of the fliers. 

Fortunately, SIDNEY COTTON, who 
had been carrying air mail in New- 
foundland four years, was available 
to lead the search. He volunteered 
to serve for nothing. He calculated 
that after NUNGESSER’S plane was 
heard the Frenchmen: might find 
their gasoline running low and de- 
cide to make a landing. As their 
gear had been dropped at the start, 
there would be danger of a crash. 
Even if not disabled, the two men 
would have difficulty in making 
their way out to a settlement. From 
the air the crew of a relief “ ship” 
would be able to see the white 
French plane for a long distance. 
COTTON took with him as assistant 
pilot Cyrus CALDWELL, a Canadian 
who has been employed by the For- 
estry Department and knows the 
country well, and JAMES MCPHAIL, 
a mechanic. 

In a Fokker-Universal monoplane, 
the Jeanne d’Arc, the relief party 
began their search at St. John’s on 
Thursday. Premier MONROE had 
placed the facilities of his Govern- 
ment at the disposal of Major Cor- 
TON. The first flight was into 
Placentia Bay and over the country 
where settlers, whose stories hung 
together well, say that they heard 
but did not see a plane flying to- 
ward the southwest. Bases on the 
coast, where supplies of gasoline 
have been established, will facilitate 
a scrutiny alongshore. If no sign 
of the lost men is found, the whole 
region from the coast to the rail- 
way that goes through the central 
part of the island will be examined, 
mile by mile. It is a country of vast 
forests, few open spaces and in- 
numerable lakes. The quest of the 
French aviators is no more a for- 
lorn hope than have been expedi- 
tions to the Arctic that have some- 
times found explorers alive and 
awaiting rescue. Thanks to the lib- 
erality of DANIEL GUGGENHEIM, 
America’s job will be well done. 


SUBURBAN RAPID TRANSIT.

Friendly relations are said to have 
been established with the New York 
Board of Transportation, which nat- 
urally would have a good deal to 
say about any subway building 
under the streets of New York. The 
New Jersey Legislature has. passed 
a law calling on the Port Authority 
to look into the question, and the 
New York Legislature is expected 
to follow suit. 

Engineers have been- at work for 
years on various schemes for the 
relief of commuter traffic. One of 
the most comprehensive of these 
plans was that presented to the 
McAneny 
ago by its consulting engineer, Mr. 
‘DANIEL L. TURNER. It called for a 
subway loop down through Manhat- 
tan and into New Jersey, with 4 
branch from the Battery to serve 
Long Island commuters. It was to 
cost something in excess of $500,- 
000,000, to be shared by the two 
States, the various localities affected 
and the railroads. Of course the 
city, in its present financial plight, 
could not make any substantial con- 
tribution-to such an undertaking. It 
has its own subway system on. its 
hands, and that-is stretching its 
financial resources to the limit. 
Moreover, it would doubtless look 
askance at any physical connection 
between the commuters’ subway and 
the existing lines, or those now 
building. That might get it into dif- 
ficulties with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and what might 
not that Federal body do to the five- 
cent fare! | 

As the commuting problem is one 
affecting New Jersey as well as 
Westchester and Long Island, it 
was natural enough that Mr. AGAR 
and others interested should turn to 
the Port Authority as the accredited 
agency of both States. If the project 
is soundly conceived, the financing 
should not offer insuperable obsta- 
cles. The Port Authority has its own 
resources, and the railroads ought 
to be willing to do their share. But 
the first thing to do is to work out 
an all-embracing plan, and that is 
for the engineers. The board will 
have the services of Mr. TURNER, 
who is now with the North Jersey 
Commission, and of Mr. BRINCKER- 
HOFF and others who have given the 
problem expert study. 


DIRECT PRIMARIES AGAIN. 


Vice President DAWES, never 
afraid of his opinions, repeats in the 
June number of The North American 
Review the familiar arguments 
against the direct primary system 
and for the restoration of the con- 
vention as the method of nominating 
candidates for public: office. He 
would have the direct primary fall 
into its proper place as the medium 
of choosing delegates to the con- 
vention. We should have, in short, 
representative party government in- 
stead of that unfortunate applica- 
tion of direct democracy -which has 
produced the decay of party dis- 
cipline, coherence and integrity, the 
evils of extravagant, expenditure in 
primary campaigns, ‘that general 
demoralization and irresponsibility 
which reaches all the way from the 
State to Congress and has had a 
powerful part in giving us the bless- 
ings of “bloc” government and 
legislative futility. 

The primary was a wonder-work- 
ing device that was to insure the 
triumph of the pure and good in 
politics.. We know how it has gen- 
erally worked, what scandals have 
sprung from it, what dissatisfaction 
and irritation it has caused in State 
after State. The law is always being 
tinkered and improved. Its wor- 
shipers won’t give it up. The 
bosses, whom it was going to sup- 
plant, find it easy and useful. [If 
the Republicans anywhere propose 
to do away with it, the Democrats 
virtuously defend it. It is a “re- 
form.” If it isn’t good, it ought to 
be. It is the prime cause of the 
sport of millionaires and machines 
in Illinois and Pennsylvania. It is 
simpler for the friends of virtue in 
the Senate to thunder against 
“corruption” than to admit that 
this sacred mechanism manufac- 
tures corruption as well as a 
number of other agreeable products. 

Mr. DAWES hates humbug. Per- 
haps he doesn’t appreciate its deep 
and wide strength in politics. Mr. 
DAWES is never timorous. Most 
politicians are afraid of their own 
shadow. It may be a long time 
before fear, humbug and a perfect 
devotion to their own interests will 
allow them to burn what they have 
adored. There is a pat instance in 
Maine. At a special election in Oc- 
tober the people will vote to keep or 
abolish the present State Primary 
law. The mediocre politicians who 
have risen to office under it are 
shouting boldly for it. Most of the 
“leaders” are strongly for it. Why 
not?. .It has worked well for them. 


Press Herald says, “ fear to identify 
“themselves with any effort against

HUMANITY TO ANIMALS. 

In the Ellin Prince Speyer Hos- 
pital for Animals there is no special 
ward for goats, but there is equip- 
ment for their treatment if they are 
indisposed or injured, and for all 
other animals likely to be brought 
for treatment there are facilities 
equal to those in any good hospital 
for human beings. The annual re- 
port of the New York Women’s 
League for Animals mentions that a 
“modest nanny-goat” was cradled 
with her babies in a stall adjoining 
the horses’ quarters. She was one 
of 18,381 cases treated during 1926. 
Among the others were dogs, domes- 
tic cats, tamed wildcats, horses, 
goats, donkeys, parrots, pigeons, 
canaries and a few oddities. 

The hospital deserves praise for 
the work it does among man’s dumb 
friends and workers. Much of it is 
free, for no suffering animal is 
turned away. The Junior \Branch 
has been useful in training children 
to respect the rights and feelings of 
animals, and many dogs and cats 
are brought in by youngsters. Most 
such cases are the result of the 
cruelty of people who put an un- 
wanted pet in the street to shift for 
itself. Bulletins are sent to the 
teachers in the public schools, and 
the educational work progresses. At 
Public School 95, in Manhattan, Miss 
MARGARET BONNELL so imbued her 
pupils with the spirit of kindness to 
animals that two of her boys rigged 
up a little cart in which they car- 
ried many sick and injured strays to 
the hospital. 

Sometimes grown people are as 
thoughtful as the children who have 
learned tenderness for lost pets. One 
man who found a gentle old bull 
terrier lying bruised and bleeding 
where he had been thrown by a 
Broadway trolley car .tried in vain 
to find his master. Failing that, he 
took the dog to the hospital, where 
his wounds were treated. Though 
the dog died, it was peacefully and 
not for lack of care. Hurt animals 
which recover are often sent to good 
homes. ) 

While the report joins cheerfully 
in the sentiment expressed by the 
President of one hospital for human 
beings, “No hospital board would 
“feel natural without its yearly def- 
“icit,” it also points out the need for 
a constant supply of funds if the 
humane work is, to go on. Some of 
the free watering stations for horses 
have been closed for lack of money. 
This is a serious loss, especially 
with hot weather approaching. It 
costs the league from $20 to $25 a 
week to operate each station, a 
small sum for the service rendered 
to the 70,000 working horses in New 
York. The upkeep of the hospital 
building is already provided for, so 
that all contributions go directly to 
the help of unfortunate animals. In 
the battle against all kinds of 
cruelty the kindly helper of old, un- 
derfed horses stabled in cold, wet 
basements has a part. To help the 
league is to enrich and reward 
one’s self. 


SOVIET DIPLOMATIC TECHNIQUE. 


GEORGE TCHITCHERIN, Soviet Com- 
missar of Foreign Affairs, is on the 
point of leaving Berlin for Moscow, 
where his presence is demanded by 
the after-effects of the Anglo-Rus- 
sian break. He is unique among 
European diplomats and probably 
among diplomats of all time in be- 
ing a Foreign Minister who spends 
by far the greater part of his time 
away from home. The news reg- 
ularly finds him in Paris, Berlin or 
—till recently—in London. The 
spokesman for Russian foreign pol- 
icy at Moscow is his lieutenant, 
LITVINOFF. It may be that reasons 
of health have made an itinerant 
Foreign Minister of TCHITCHERIN, 
but the more probable reason is that 
he has been most useful where he 
is. As a political régime which is 
simultaneously at war with the out- 
side world and courting the outside 
world, the Soviet Government needs 
two kinds of Foreign Ministers— 
one to get along with foreign Gov- 
ernments by behaving normally and 
one to cater to Communist home 
consumption by issuing flaming 
proclamations. TCHITCHERIN is the 
one kind and LITVINOFF is the other. 

Unfortunately there comes a time, 
even for Soviet resourcefulness, 
when a simultaneous policy of yea 
and nay breaks down. At the pres- 
ent moment the Litvinoff' nay has 
already wrought damage tg the 
Tchitcherin yea and may do further 
harm. It seems fairly certain that 
if TCHITCHERIN were at Moscow the 
fiery note to Poland of three days 
ago or the list of British crimes of 
day before yesterday would not have 
been drafted. Aside from the ex- 
tremely unconventional nature of the 
Litvinoff charges, the Soviet Gov- 
ernment exposes itself to forcible 
retort from British quarters, if Lon- 
don were disposed to enter into ar- 
gument. To complaints from for-

Hindus, Mexicans, fellaheen, Rif- 
fians or Arabs hate their oppressors 
and masters and turn to Moscow 
for the promise of a new hope. 
Very much the same reply might 
now be made by the British For- 
eign Office to LITVINOFF, who ac- 
cuses Great Britain of encouraging 
conspiracies and assassinations in- 
side of Russia, plots in Poland, Lat- 
via and Finland, anti-Russian dem- 
onstrations in China. If Russia is 
sincerely afraid of finding some day 
the whole of Europe and of Asia 
mobilized by Great Britain against 
her, then the reason must be that 
all these nations and continents are 
glad to be so mobilized. By enu- 
merating Great Britain’s world-wide 
activities against Russia, LITVINOFF 
comes very close to suggesting that 
Russia enjoys world-wide unpopu- 
larity. | Se ,

TAX CUT PROPOSAE 


Democratio Leader Says He

WASHINGTON, June 10.—A plan

Mrs. Jeanette Thurber Connor, 
wife of Washington Everett Con- 
nor, who was a former business part- 
ner of the late Jay Gould, George 
J. Gould and G. J. Morosini, died 
on Thursday at the home of her 
mother, Mrs. Francis Beattie Thur- 
ber, 1,335 Madison Avenue. She had 


been ill since last Fall. Out of re- 
spect to her wishes the funeral will 
be private. 

Mrs. Connor was perhaps the fore- 
most authority on the early Spanish 
history of Florida and, together with 
John B. Stetson Jr., United States 
Minister to Poland, founded the 
Florida Historical Society. She had 

ublished three historical works on 

orida, but they comprise only a 
small portion of the material she 
collected—much of it from original 
sources in' Seville, Spain. It was 
said yesterday that after Mr. Stet- 
son's return from Poland a staff 
of workers probably would go 
through the manuscripts they have 
jointly collected and further publi- 
cations would result. 

Mr. Connor, who joined the Stock 
Exchange in 1871 and sold his seat 
in 1910, having practically retired in

(?).—Colonel James W. Zevely, at- 
torney for the Sinclair Consolidated 
Oil Corporation since 1917, died at 
his home here tonight of pernicious 
anemia after a lingering illness. 


Colonel Jamés William Zevely, be- 
sides being attornev for the Sinclair 
Consolidated Oi] Corporation since 
1917, was personal counsel for Harry 
F. Sinclair, its head. He was 65 
years old. He is survived by his 
wife, who was Miss Janie F. Clay of 
Mexico, Mo., before their marriage, 
and a daughter, Miss Jane Clay 
Zevely. 

A native of Linn., Mo., Colonel 
Zevely was a son of Thaddeus and 
Mary A. Zevely. He obtained his 
education in the public schools of 
St. Louis, the Christian Brothers, 
College, in St. Louis, and the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. On his gradu- 
ation from the university he was 
appointed by the Supreme Court of 
Missouri State Librarian at Jefferson 
City. 

His real activity in Western poli- 
tics began in 1888, when, at the age 
of 38, he was elected Secretary of the 
Missouri * Democratic State Commit- 
tee, which helped elect David R. 
Francis Governor of the State. Gov- 
ernor Francis, on his appointment as 
Secretary of the Interior by Presi- 
dent Cleveland in his second Admin- 
istration, made Colonel Zevely In- 
spector in Charge for the Interior 
Department. In this position Colonel 
Zevely settled many important prob- 
lems relating to Indian lands. 

During this period of his career 
Colonel Zevely read law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar. He went into law 
partnership with J. M. Givens and 
practiced as a member of the firm 
of Zevely & Givens in Muskogee, 
Okla., from 1902 until 1917.

VICTORIA MARTIN 
SURFRAGIST, DIES 


Nominated for President of the 
United States as Mrs. 
Woodhull in 1872. 


LEADER IN MANY CAUSES 


Had Fostered Anglo-American 
Friendship Since She Became 
Wife of a Britisher.

LONDON, June 10.—Mrs. Victoria 
Claflin Woodhull Martin, nominee 
for the United States Presidency in 
1872 and donor of Sulgrave Manor, 
home of Washington's ancestors in 
England, to the Anglo-American As- 
sociation, died in her sleep here last 
night at her home, Norton Park, 
Tewksbury, at the age of 89. 

London newspapers all contain long 
obituary notices of Mrs. Martin, who 
has been known in this country chief- 
ly as one of the donors of Sulgrave 
Manor. The Morning Post observed 
editorially: 

‘There goes to her long rest a vet- 
eran who lived to see the triumph of 
a cause for which she was one of 
the first to contend. Mrs. Martin 
cleared the way for leaders of agita- 
tion for equal political rights alike 
in America, this country and else- 


where. The younger’ generation 
knows not the indomitable leader to 
whom their enfranchisement owes so 
much. She it was who blazed the 
trail for those more insurgent lead- 
ers who finally won victory.’’ 


Mrs. Martin had resided in Eng- 
land since her marriage to John Bid- 
dulph Martin, noted banker and 
philanthropist. In her adopted coun- 
try she continued the work in behalf 
of woman’s suffrage, for which she 
had become known throughout the 
United States. She also was one of 
the most active workers in England 
for the promction of friendly rela- 
tions between that country and her 
native land. 

Born in Homer, Ohio, Sept. 23, 1838, 
Mrs. Martin was the daughter of 
Reuben and Roxanna Claflin. Her 
sister, Tennie C. Claflin, who became 
Lady Cook, died in January, 1923. 
As a young woman Mrs. Martin en- 
gaged in the banking business for 
a short time in New York and also 
was editor of Woodhull & Claflin’s 
Weekly. 


A Pioneer Suffragist. 


Early in life she became an ardent 
advocate of woman suffrage, and 
her lectures favoring the movement 


took her to all parts of the United 
States. She also lectured on the 
scientific and religious improvement 
of the human race, and was the au- 
thor of works dealing with both 
subjects. 7 

Mrs. Martin memorialized Congress 
in behalf of woman suffrage in 1870 
and two years later was the candi- 
date of the Equal Rights Party for 
the Presidency of the United States. 
She organized various conventions 
for the discussion of social] reform 
and carried on propaganda work in 
the interests of the working classes 
both in the United States and Eu- 
rope for more than thirty years 

After the death in 1878 of her first 
husband, Dr. Canning Woodhull, 
Mrs. Martin went to Europe for a 
speaking tour. At one of her lec 
tures in old St. James’s Hall she met 
Mr. Martin, and their marriage fol- 
lowed. He died in 1897. Since then 
Mrs. Martin had devoted much of her 
time and had spent liberally of her 
fortune in all projects to cement the 
friendship between her native and 
adopted countries. 


A Leader in Sulgrave Movement. 


Mrs. Martin was a moving spirit in 
the purchase of Sulgrave Manor and 


was a generous contributor to the 
fund raised for its purchase. In re 
cent years, especially since the 
granti of woman suffrage both in 
the United States and England, she 
had \ eins in almost complete retire- 
men 

Her gift in 1922 of an ancient Eng- 
lish manor to the British Sulgrave 
Institution brought Mrs. Martin be 
fore the public again, the occasion 
being taken by newspapers on both 
sides of the Atlantic to review the 
more important events of her active 
life. The manor, givén by Mrs. 
Martin in recognition of the success 
attending the efforts to promote 
Anglo-American friendship, was built 
in 1531, and is on the Avon, forty 
miles from Sulgrave Manor. The 
relics contained in the house were

RADIO PHOTO DEVICE 


M. |. T. Alumni Are Prepared to 
Receive. News and Pictures 
at Waldorf Tonight. 


Institute Graduates See Plans for 
Proposed Headquarters in 
Grand Central ‘District. 


Three machines were installed yes- 
terday afternoon at the Waldorf for 
receiving pictures and news by radio 
from London, Paris, Honolulu, San 
Francisco and other cities at the din- 
ner tonight of ‘the alumni’ of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

One of these machines is the first 
of its kind, a radio picture machine 
which turns out poster size pictures. 
Controlled by radio stations at dis- 
tant points, this machine produces 
ink pictures three feet square. Radio 
signals from Europe and the Pacific 
carry the facsimile for thousands of 
miles. Arriving here, the varying 
electrical impuses are reconstructed 
into a close copy of the original pic- 
ture. 


To Have First Radio Paper. 


Pictures of well-known graduates 
of the Institute and of noted Euro- 
pean scientists will. be received over 
the large instrument and over two 
smaller machines together with news 
and interviews. These will be posted 
as fast as they come and the walls 
of the grand ballroom of the Waldorf 
will be the first radio newspaper. 

Movietone apparatus was also in- 
stalled yesterday. This will give in 
picture- and sound a variety of 
campus and school scenes, a class 
waterfight, the take-off of the Tech 
crew with the .coach’s 
tion, a noisy film of a scene in the 
steam laboratory, glee club numbers, 
talks by Faculty members and other 
scenes taken on the campus or in 
the buildings of the Institute. 

Plans for the proposed Technology 
Building in this city were discussed 
yesterday afternoon at a business 
meeting. Drawings were shown of 
a skyscraper planned for the Grand 
Central neighborhood to serve as a 
home of the technology alumni and 
as a New York headquarters for the 
Faculty of the institute.

Denny is a young salesman in the 
employ of the real estate firm of 
Brown, Wheelock: Harris, Vought & 
Co. of 20 East Forty-ei hth Street. 
He lives with his present wife, Mrs. 
Elsie Denny, at East Forty-ninth 
Street. The child is the son of Denny 
and his first wife, who was Lillian 
Murdock. She died in 1919, two 
years after the birth of the boy. 


Tells Story of Abduction. 


Yesterday morning, according to 
the story of Mrs. Denny, which was 
repeated by her husband to District 


Attorney Banton, Mrs. Denny left 
the apartment house in which they 
live with the boy and a small Boston 
bulldog. She went to the tailor shop 
where she had left a pair of gloves 
to be cleaned and the boy and the 
dog remained at the doorway. Mrs. 
Denny asserts she heard a commo 
tion at the door and turned to see a 
man carrying young ‘“‘Jacie,’ ‘as he 
is called, in the direction of Third 
Avenue. 

Screaming Mrs. Denny ran after 
e man, the same time, she 
says, an automobile that had been 
standing on the other side of Third 
Avenue was turned about quickly 
so that it faced south. The man with 
the boy in his arms jum *7 into the 
rear of the car. As he did so, Mrs. 
Denny says, he kicked back so that 
his foot struck her in the face. She 
fell, bruising her right shoulder, but 
rose in time to clutch at the handle 
of the door.

SLAYER OF FIANCEE 
GETS 3-YEAR TERM 


Walter B. Mayer Sent to Sing Sing 
After Recovering—Mother of 
Slain Girl Pleads for Him. 


Walter B. Mayer, a former accoun- 
tant in the Chase National Bank, 
was sentenced yesterday by Supreme 
Court Justice John MacCrate in 
Brooklyn to not less than three years 
nor more than six in Sing Sing Pris- 
on for the slaying of his fiancée, 
Shirley Mcintyre, at 100 Lefferts 
Place, Brooklyn, on Feb. 26, 1928. 
Immediately after shooting her he 
attempted suicide by shooting him- 
self twice. 

It was not until March 24 that 
Mayer had recovered sufficiently to 
be placed on trial. A jury ury convicted 
him of manslaughter in the second 
degree, with a recommendation to 
leniency. His ical condition pre- 
cluded imm sentence and he 
was returned to the Coun 
Hospital to recover. Physicians said 
he was now able to go to prison. 

Justice MacCrate said one of the 
numerous persons who had sought 
clemency for Mayer was Mrs. 
McIntyre, mother of the slain girl.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Prices Decline on Stock Ex- 
change—Call Money Easier, 
Sterling Firm. 





The three incidents of yesterday’s 
markets were the somewhat in- 
creased ease of money, the advance 
and quick dowrward reaction in 
grain prices, and renewed weakness 
on the Stock Exchange: The. stock 
market appeared to be in a mood for 
selling; declines largely outnumbered 
advances, some of the losses were of 
fairly large scope, and the few gains 
of the day were half-hearted and ill- 
distributed. One of the stocks lately 
bid up with particular extravagance. 
Commercial Solvents, broke nearly 22 
points and recovered little more than 
a third of the decline. This down- 
ward movement, however, appeared 
to excite no great misgiving. Wall 


Street has grown too much accus-|In 


tomed lately to violent swings in 
each direction. For the most part it 
holds to the idea that, whatever the 
occasional counter-movement, the 
upward trend will be resumed. It 
would probably require two or three 
days of consecutive reaction to infuse 
a spirit of doubt into that imagina- 
tive community. 

Thursday’s unfavorable Govern- 
ment crop report having been pub- 
lished too late for that day’s market 
to respond to it, wheat prices rose 4 
cents per bushel, nearly reaching the 
highest May price. The quick de- 
cline which followed, canceling most 
of the advance, appeared to reflect 
doubt of so early an estimate or else 
belief that the deterioration in- 
dicated in the Government report 
had been already ‘“‘discounted’’ by 
last month’s: exceedingly rapid rise. 
Corn, after a momentary advance, 
broke violently, falling to a price of 
14% cents below last week's best fig- 
ure. Both are still likely, neverthe- 
less, to maintain a strong improve- 
ment over the season’s earlier prices. 

The German Reichsbank raised its 
discount rate yesterday from 5 per 
cent. to 6. The advance was not un- 
expected, although the Reichsbank’s 
President was known to be reluctant 
on account of the possible bad effect 
on the trade revival which Germany 
is so carefully nursing. It is the 
first advance which has been made 
in the German bank rate since the 
reform of the currency after 1923, 
and it follows a progressive reduction 
from 10 per cent. to 5, up to last 
January. During the five ensuing 
months, the German situation has 
radically changed. On the one hand 
an adverse balance of trade had 
necessitated heavy foreign payments 
by Germany, which were no longer 
covered by new foreign loans, while 


Jon the other hand, a wild speculation 


for the rise in stocks had heavily de- 
pleted home bank resources. The 
Reichsbank holds the country’s re- 
serve of foreign exchange bills, and 
that reserve had fallen since Decem- 
ber from 519,000,000 to 92,000,000 
marks. 

When, along with this, the Berlin 
market began borrowing heavily 
from the bank to support their own 
position, an advance in the bank rate 
could no longer be avoided. The 
Reichsbank President incurred the 
kind of unpopularity which can be 
understood in our market when he 
not only discountenanced the reckless 
speculation on Berlin’s Stock Ex- 
change, but insisted that the private 
banks should reduce their loans on 
the speculative market. In recent 
years the authorities of our own 
central banking institutions have 
acted more cautiously under similar 
circumstances; putting up the rate 
and leaving the stock market to draw 
its own inferences. But there has 
been some plain talk also. 

It was indulged in when the spokes- 
man of the Reserve Board declared 
in November, 1925, that ‘“‘a section 
of the public is losing its bearings 
and being drawn into the arena of 
thoughtless speculation” and that no 
bank “‘which is supplying credit for 
speculative uses’’ had a right to bor- 
row from the Federal Reserve, and 
when, in November, 1919, the Gover- 
nor of the New York Reserve Bank 
ascribed the advance in its discount 
rate to evidence that credit released 
from wartime uses was ‘‘being di- 
verted to speculative employment 
rather than to reduction of bank 
loans.’’ These incidents probably ex- 
plain Wall Street’s fright on Thurs- 
day at the baseless rumor of ‘an 
important statement from the Fed- 
eral Reserve.”” Under certain cir- 
cumstances, the apprehended state- 
ment may even yet be provoked.

Unfilled Steel: Orders. 


The decrease of 405,191 tons re- 
ported yesterday in unfilled orders of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
diring May was the largest decrease 
that had occurred in any month 
since the Spring of 1925. At that 
time the two monthly reductions of 
421,207 and 416,996 tons were as- 
cribed to rapid extension of the 
practice of hand-to-mouth buying. 
The large reduction for May had 
little or no effect on United States 
Steel shares, which declined only 
one-half point and recovered part of 
that loss. The steel trade has been 
reporting all along very close figur- 
ing on new orders that are placed, 
and the fact that so large a propor- 
tion is in other lines than the usual 
mainstays of the trade was believed 
to have emphasized the policy of 


placing orders for visible require- 
ments only. In some trade circles, 
the decrease in unfilled. orders for 
mony was ascribed to the uncertainty 
as steel — In a few products 
there have n reports of occasional 
concessions which have rendered 
oe producers and consumers cau- 
ous.

As a general rule the Presidents have 
been the history-makers of the na- 
tion. With but seven rtraits to 
select, it would protelty e wisest to 
use all the Presidents. It would help 
the public to remember the pictures 
to begin with the fact that they are 
all of Presidents.’’

DELAYS POTASH SUIT 
FOR FRENCH ACTION 


Court Halts Case Until July 11 
to Allow Envoy to Make 
Plea of Immunity. 


JURISDICTION IS ARGUED 


Federal Attorney Denies Right of a 
Nation to Engage in illegal 
Trade Here. 


Argument was heard yesterday by 
Federal Judge William Bondy on the 
question of whether this Govern- 
ment has any jurisdiction over the 
French defendants in its action to 
enjoin them from proceeding with 
an alleged plan to create a monopoly 
in potash in this country. 

The complaint of the Government 
named as defendants a group of 
French and German producers, and 
alleged that agents of the group 
were in this country to complete ar- 
rangements with certain American 
distributing agencies. 


Gilbert H. Montague, counsel for 
the Societe Commerciale des Potasses 
d’Alsace; Jean Le Cornec, Pierre 
Gide, Rene Gide and Walter B. 
Howe, the French. defendants, told 
the court that under the Treaty of 
Versailles title to eleven h 
mines in Alsace was vested the 
Republic of France, and that the 
mines had been oprated by the 
French Government as a source of 
revenue. It was argued that the 
French Government was immune 
from prosecution under the com- 
plaint of this Government. 

Judge yoy i 7 listening to the 

Montague and the 
reply by Alexander B. Royce, special 
assistant to the Attorney General, 
decided that the French Ambassador 
should have until July 11 to say 
whether the French Government de- 
sires to raise a plea of sovereign im- 
muni to the action against the 
French-German potash combination. 

It was contended that, as the 
French Government owns eleven- 
fifteenths of the stock of the French 
corporation, which is the selling 
agent for both the private and the 
Government-owned mines, it could 
not be sued in the United States 
courts. Mr. Royce insisted that this 
contention could be raised only by 
the French Ambassador, and that 
until he appeared before the Court 
no consideration could be given to 
the claim for sovereign immunity.

REICHSBANK RAISES" 
DISCOUNT RATE 1% 


Industrial and Boerse Circles 
Approve First Advance Since 
Mark Was Stabilized.

BERLIN, June 10.—The Reichs- 
bank’s Executive Board today voted 
to increase the discount rate from 5 
to 6 per cent. This step meets with 
general approval both in industrial 
circles, which will bear the burden 
of this increase, and on the Stock 
Exchange. 

It is the first time since the stabil- 
ization of the mark that it has be- 
come necessary to increase the dis- 
count rate. The private discount 
rate was also increased to 5% per 
cent., which is the highest rate to 
date. 

Various causes lie back of the 
Reichsbank’s action. Bank deposits, 
which ordinarily increase at the be- 
ginning of June, have shown a de- 
cline in the month’s first week. 
Moreover, discounts for the first 
week of June were a full 400,000,000 








marks more than they were in the’ 


first week of May. 

Another alarming feature of the 
situation was the fact that the 
Reichsbank’s holdings of foreign 
currencies, which amounted at the 
beginning of January to roundly 
500,000,000 marks, dropped off to 
about 86,000,000 marks. It is believed 
that the increase in the discount rate 
not only will not have any depress- 
ing effect on the Boerse, but will 
tend to draw foreign cash back. 

The great extension of speculative 
credits and the resulting diminishing 
of the bank’s liquidity had increased 
the strain on the Reichsbank, and 
the subsequent reduction of such 


speculative credits had not —*2*8 
9g hoped-for improvement of 
situation. The circulation, which 
had risen by 578,000,000 marks at the 
end of May, has declined since then 
to only 51, 000 marks: — 

The demand for sterling exchan . 
appreciated slightly as result of 
increase in the discount rate, but the 
dollar was not affected. 


The advance from 5 to 6 per cent. 
in the discount rate of the Reichs- 
bank is the first rate increase an- 
nounced this year by any of the large 
centra] banks of Europe. The ten- 
dency in rates has been downward, 
and ten centra] banks have lowered 
their rates in 1927, some of them 
several times. 

The German rate rise had been ex- 
pected by bankers here, since Berlin 
money rates have been firm at levels 
higher than the discount rate. De- 
mand loans recently have been made 
at as high as 7 per cent. Credit in- 
flation had developed, as indicated 
by large increases in discounts at 
the Reichsbank. This item last week 
increased by almost 528,000,000 
marks, though a slight aes was 
shown this week. 


Another factor responsible for the 
advance, according to bankers here, 
was a desire to protect the German 
gold reserve, as the exchange rate 
on marks has been near the gold ex- 
port point for some time, and there 
has been a tendency to withdraw for- 
eign balances from Berlin.

PARIS, June 10.—Premier Poin- 
caré’s scheme to lease the French 
State monopoly for the manufacture 
and sale of matches to a private 
Swedish-American company in re- 
turn for an $80,000,000 guarantee was 


defeated in the Chamber * morn- ‘ 


ing. 

As the Cabinet was divided on the 
question, the Premier did not make 
the vote a question of confidence in 
the Government and the defeat 
therefore does not entail his resigna- 
tion, as it would have otherwise done. 

The vote, which was 281 against 
and 243 for the project, cannot, how- 
ever, be otherwise interpreted than 
as a personal check for M. Poincaré. 
He sponsored the bill and took en- 
tire responsibility for it. He believed 
until today that he would be able to 
carry it through. 

In his speech in its favor he more 
than once used the argument that 
the $80,000,000 which France was go- 
ing to get as a guarantee for leas- 
ing the monopoly would help con- 
siderably toward meeting American 
debt payments due two years hence 
and would materially strengthen the 
French position in new debt conver- 
sations, which obviously are neces- 

sary in view of the attitude of the 
Frenel Parliament. 

Neither that argument nor even 
the more immediate one that the 
Swedish-American company prom- 
ised better matches and more rev- 
enue from their sale had, however, 
any great effect on the deputies. 
The political dogma of the Left oh 
vented their acceptance of the p 
which almost every one agreed 
would have undoubted advantages. 
Futhermore, the Left has shown 
from the first a desire to present a 
united front on this question, both in 
preparation for next year’s election 
and in demonstratioa to the Premier 
and to the Cabinet as a whole that 
the present ‘jovernment of National 
Union is their creation, dependent on 
them and not on the Right. 

Louis Malvy, as President of the 
Finance Commission which had in 
the first place rejected the Premier’s 
scheme, today took the leadership of 
the Left, and it was he who gathered 
the Cartel together and won away 
from the Government a score or so 
of votes on which the Premier had 
depended for victory. 

The step the Chamber was being 
asked to take, he said, would mark a 
definite turning point in the econ- 
omic and social] life of the country. 
He deftly turned on the Premier the 
argument which the Right formerly 
used against the Le that the 
scheme tended to deliver the State 
into the hands of foreign finance. 

Several sharp arguments between 
M. Malvy and the Premier provoked 
the Chamber to a heat of political 
passion unusual during the past year 
of party truce. 

It may be that this battle will not 
have immediate consequences of a 
political kind, but it will certainly 
have an effect later. The nervous 
and angry Premier turned to the 
cheering Left, when the result of the 
vote was declared and retorted to 
their cheers: 

‘I hope that you wont tornorrow 
regret what you have done today.”’

Justice Leander Faber of the 

ueens Supreme Court appointed 

dgar F. Iton, a Jamaica law- 
yer, yesterday as referee of the in- 
vestigation, which will be conducted 
by Deputy —— General William 
Groat under the direction of Attor- 
ney General Ottinger, whose office. 
it was announced, has spent five 
weeks collecting evidence, particu- 
larly against the Metropolitan Retail 
Ice and Coal Deaiers’ Union, Inc. 

Mr. Groat charged that the Metro- 

litan Retail Ice and Coal Dealers’ 

nion, Inc., had 1,000 members and 
, erated throughout the city to ‘‘de- 

stroy competition, control territory 
and regulate prices.” He said Lo- 
renzo De Maira was listed as Presi- 
dent of the organization, which had 
its headquarters in the Bronx. 

He declared that the ‘‘strong-arm”’ 
methods were used to fight inde 
pendent dealers, and that when this 
failed free ice was distributed in the 
neighborhoods of independent deal- 
ers until they were put out of busi- 
ness. Then, he asserted, the union 
sold there at 1 cent a pound ice for 
which it had paid one-fifth of a cent 
a pound. He said the organization’s 
methods violated the General Busi- 
ness law and the Donnelly Anti- 
Trust act. 

In his petition to Justice Faber 
asking for the investigation, Mr. 
Groat said he believed that the union 
was ‘“‘organized for the sole purpose 
of effecting an unlawful combina- 
tion among its membership fo fix ar- 
bitrary prices at which jobbers and 
distributers should sell ice to other 
dealers and consumers, thereby elim- 
inating all competition and effecting 
a combine among themselves to elim- 
inate all competition and to enable 
said corporation representing dealers 
and distributers collectively to fix 
an arbitrary price at which such 
article should be sold to retail deal- 
ers and consumers, thereby affecting 
the ultimate price to be paid for 
such articles by the consumers. 

Mr. Ottinger said through Mr. 
Groat that he wanted the investizga- 
tion started now ‘‘to break down the 
combination at the beginning of the 
Summer season.”’ 

Mr. Groat added that criminal 
prosecutions would be sought if the 
evidence warranted.

IN STEEL BOOKINGS 


Corporation Reports Orders on 
Hand on May 31 Lowest 
Since December, 1910. 


The expectation that unfilled or- 
ders of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration in May would show a radi- 
cal decrease from the total at the end 
of April was met yesterday with the 
announcement by the corporation 
that bookings as of May 31 totaled 
3,050,941 tons, as against 3,456,132 
tons on April 30, or a loss of 405,191 
tons. The present total, the lowest 
since December, 1910, when the fig- 
ure was 2,674,757 tons, compares with 
3,553,140 tons on March 31, 1927; 
3,597,119 tons on Feb. 29, 1927, and 
3,649,250 tons on May 31, 1926. The 
highest tonnage ever reported was 
12,183,083 tons, on April 30, 1917, the 
war year. 

The decrease in May indicates a 
lack of buying improvement during 
the month, and but for a decline in 
shipments during the latter half of 
May, the decrease would have been 
larger. Steel] authorities look for an- 
other decline in unfilled orders in 
the current month of a lesser de 
however, than the May loss. en 
the demand which is expected soon 
to accrue to the industry in line with 
Fall requirements, comes into effect 
the corporation’s bookings will re- 
flect the upward readjustment of the 
industry as a whole.

Miss C. J. Miller, 81, Opposes 
Drinking and Smoking by 
American Women Abroad. 


LAUDS MEN IN INDUSTRY 


Traveler Goes Home to Chicago 
Today, but Says She Never Could 
Live There Alone. 


Miss Celeste J. Miller of Chicago, 
America’s foremost globe trotter, 
who is 81 years old, arrived here yes- 
terday on the United States liner 
George Washington on her thirty- 
second round-the-world trip. She 
will leave for Chicago today, com- 
pleting the last lap of her journey, 
which began last January. 

Miss Miller, despite her age—she 
looks less than 60—is vivacious and 
extremely active. She started her 
world travels more than forty years 
ago. Other women had circled the 
world before her, but she was the 
first to travel without escort. It is 
her boast that she has always been 
able to care for herself in any situ- 
ation in any clime. 

She is a stanch prohibitionist, and 
yesterday, at the Hotel Belmont, she 
criticized the American women she 
had met and seen on her travels for 
drinking and smoking and copying 
the bad habits of other nations. 

On the other hand, she said that in 
many of the countries she had vis- 
ited, she had found American men 


promoting great industries and 
greatly in demand. 


Doesn’t Like the Newly Rich. 


“T have found that Americans are 
most disagreeeable people when 
traveling,’’ said Miss Miller, “‘espe- 
cially the newly rich, to whom trav- 
eling is new and who try to show 
off. When we would touch at some 
large port, as in Australia, instead 
of paying from $25 to $40 a day for 
an automobile to see the sights and 


study the oar and their customs, 
they would go off somewhere and 
play golf.’’ 

‘‘Where are you going next?’’ she 
was asked. 

‘“T haven’t decided yet,’’ she re- 
plied. ‘‘I’ll have to look around and 
try to find some place new. I’m 
going home now, but in the Fall I'll 
probably start out again. I’m used 
to traveling and I don’t think I could 
stay anywhere very long. 

“One thing is certain. I could 
never live in ae S alone, as I’m 
afraid of being robbed. I have a 
large collection of jewels, but I never 
wear them for that reason.’’ 

Miss Miller is a daughter of Henry 
F. Miller, an Illinois pioneer and 
friend of Abraham Lincoln, and was 
born near Chicago on Nov. 15, 1845. 
She said yesterday her father, had 
been driven out of Chicago by the 
Black Hawk Indians and built the 
first house in Salem, Ill. As a young 
girl she remembered sitting on a 
front porch listening to Stephen A. 
Douglas make a speech. 

Miss Miller has visited every coun- 
try on the globe except Iceland and 
Greenland. Her one remaining am- 
bition, she said, is to round Cape 
Horn in a sailing vessel.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 10.—The dis-| 
turbance that was over:: Lake Superior 
Thursday night has advanced to the mouth 
of the St. Lawrence and pressure is rela- 
tively low and falling over the Middle Plain 
States and Middle Rocky Mountain region. 
Pressure is relatively high but falling in the 
region of the Bermuda and off the South 
Atlantic Coast and is relatively high and 
rising over the Canadian Northwest and 
Upper Lake region.
